The long expected Romance of the Cru- 
sades, from the pen of the great Anown Un- 
Anown, has been sold by his publishers to the 
trade.

J. Blanchard, hair dresser, and one of the 
City Sergeants, died at Salisbury, England, 
of a cancer in the tongue, aged 55. He was 
in the habit of. playing much on the Jew’s 
harp, and the one generally used was made of 
brass. His tongue at last became affected, and 
the corroding disease kept him in perpetual 
torment since the month of August last. 





On the 28th of April, a company of armed 
citizens set out from Mountserling, Kentucky, 
and proceeded to the camp of a nest of coun- 
terfeiters, ahout thirty miles from that place, 
in a mountainous part of thecountry.
